George Hazard’s Smooth liec 
old in This City.

It ia poveral weeks since Siieriff M. G. 
Aguirre le!r this city in company with 
hie Chief Deputy, Martin Brady, on a 
secret mission. The H k r a l d at a very 
early day learned where the officers had 
g<>oe and what their mission was, and 
one oi its reporters held several conver­ 
sations with those intoi% ted 
in the 
raattor in order 
to 
be 
ready 
at 
the proper tim e to tell 
the whole 
fctory. 
It 
was 
well 
known 
that 
these interested parties were in part dis­ 
posed to drop the whole business and let 
the culprit go scott-free. 
It was a well 
assured fact th a t the bheiifl’bad a diffi­ 
cult duty to perform, and that any 
newspaper utterances zuiiiht make the 
tgsk*more difficult. 
Knowing this, the 
I I krals has carefully refrained from 
mentioning the affair in any way. 
Last nighi a telegram was received in 
tlii* city which makes silence no longer 
at all desirable. 
A very large number of Los Angolés 
people will readily recall an old lamo 
soldier 
nam ed 
George Hazard, who 
spent two or three years in Los Angeles. 
He had been severely wounded in battle, 
and moved about the city on two sticks. 
He made a nretenee, if noi. an effort, to 
earn a livelihood ae a book agent. 
His 
b loks were all of a political or military 
stamp, biographies of some noted general 
or campaigu lives of national candidates. 
Hazard was a Union arm y m an, and 
belonged to thq HRme regiment as the 
la te J . C. By ram of this city. 
He and 
By ram were wounded in the same battle. 
It 
ia 
whispered 
that 
while 
Haz­ 
ard 
was 
an ardent 
Grand 
Army 
man in 
general, be 
at 
tim es pre­ 
tended to have been in the Confederate 
army when such pretende might help 
him along in the world. It made little or 
no difference to the m sn w hat were the 
politics of the book he hawked, and in 
the la*t nu.ional campaign he sold as 
many if not more lives of Harrison than 
ho did of Cleveland, albeit he mado 
great pretenses while in Democratic 
circles of being one of the unlerrified from 
center to periphery. The man who knows 
which ticket Hazard voted is in posses­ 
sion oi a profound secret. 
But all fhe-je 
things fall within the limits of things 
legal according to tho statutes of this 
Stale. 
All George H azard’* acts ware 
not bo, and that is why Aguirre and 
Brady wen* to Seattle. 
Some time last spring Hazard went to 
;: number of friends and told them he 
h*d n number of lives of John C. Fró- 
mont at the express office on which he 
h3d to pay $500 before they could be 
delivered to him. 
He stated that the 
books were all sold, and that Byram 
held (he contracst. 
He promised to 
take 
the 
bouks 
to Byram’s 
office 
and deliver them there to the subscrib­ 
ers, Byram to take in all the money, pay 
’hose whose names were on the note the 
eum each one’s proportion would come 
to, and then Hazard would get what was 
left. 
Hazard was a smooth talker, and 
soon inveigled half a dozen of the 
shrewdest men in tho city to go on his 
note for $500, which Major Bunebreke 
duly paid him . That was the last heard 
of Hazard. Tho note camo due, and 
some of the endorsers went and paid their 
pro rata of the debt, and made a mental 
vow to go on another note about in 1009. 
The others did not pay, and it was at the 
instance of some of these that Aguirre 
went to Heattle, whither Hazard had hied 
him , to bring him back on a charge of 
swiudling. 
Some 
of 
those 
duped 
did not want Hazard brought back. 
They looked upon him as a miserable, 
unfortunate fellow, and the fact th at he 
bad been a soldier created sympathy in 
the heaits of all the old soldiers, whether 
they wore the blue or the grey. There 
were other inlluences to bear also to get 
him off. 
But the Sheriff and his deputy made 
the Journey to Seattle, and in no time 
found Hazard. 
Ho had been cutting a 
big swath up there in politics. The Dem­ 
ocrats of the burned city of the Sound 
had elected him the Treasurer of the City 
Central Committee, and as such he had 
the sack. In the heat of the campaign 
Hazard 
talked 
much, 
as 
was his 
wont. 
He 
mado 
all 
sorts 
of 
extravagant estimates of the 
Dem­ 
ocratic 
majorities 
in 
the 
pending 
elections. 
When asked to hack his 
opinions he did bo freely—with the funds 
of the committee. The voters did not 
back H azard’s views, but voted like 
wild fire for the g. o. p. th at prefen» 
Tanner to surplus. 
H azard’s bets held 
to that sad end for the Democrats of the 
Phoenix City of the Sound had no money 
on election day, Hazard had eo backed 
tiis opinions with it. 
Chagrined as the managers of the 
party and the defeated candidates must 
hftve been, no one thought of molesting 
the smooth nrtiele yclept George Hazard. 
He was the hero oi the hour iu spite of 
the crushing defeat of tho party. 
Aguirre reached Seattle, and any child 
could have told him where Hazard wap. 
The lame treasurer on two sticks was a6 
well known as the devil in that guise 
would have been. The Los Angeles 
Sheriff put him under arrest, and served 
his requisitions on the authorities. 
For 
a few brief hours the book agent was put 
in duress, but hi9 luck and his cheek 
ttayod with him . 
lie got out a writ of 
habeas corpus, and was brought before 
the Court. 
Aguirre told the tale of woe 
of Hazard’s victims in Los Angeles, and 
the Court thereupon remanded the cul­ 
prit to the custody of the officers. H ere, 
according to all precedent, the matter 
ought to have ended, and Hazard should 
have 
proceeded 
at 
once 
to 
this 
Angdic City to face his accusers. 
Here 
is where last night’s dispatch comes in. 
Instead of accepting the seemingly inev­ 
itable and coming on quietly with Aguirre 
and Brady, the book-agent, with accus­ 
tomed “ gall,” took an appeal to the Su- 
oreme Court of Washington on the 
iiabeaB corpus case, and pending the 
hearing and decision in the higher court, 
ho fouod hosts of duped Democratic com­ 
mitteemen or defeated Democratic candi­ 
dates, or sympathizing Republicana who 
had now the Democratic money and the 
offices too by the good serviceeof Hazard 
or Grand Army m en, or admiring Con­ 


federates, or the dence knows who to 
go on his bail. Bail he got anyhow, was 
turned loose, snapped his fingers in the 
face of Aguirre and his man Brady, ami 
told them to get them back to the land 
of orange groves and sunshine, but that 
as for him , the great fakir, George Haz­ 
ard, book agent, confidence man, poli- 
iical prophet, etc., etc., etc., he preferred 
the Bmotian fogs of Puget Bound for the 
preeent. 
And so he stays there in spite 
of all his smooth tricks, and se the ener­ 
getic Aguirre and the indomitable Brady 
are on their way home em pty-handed, 
dejected, disheartened, drooping as whip­ 
ped cocks in a pit, and beaten ae badly as 
the shore is in a heavy sea. 
Nor is the full measure of the redoubt­ 
able H azard’s rascality yet known. Sev­ 
eral anxious citizens have been seen 
watching at the Sheriff’s office of late, to 
see if Aguirre would not come back with 
a fakir with two sticks in bis clutches, 
th at they m ight lodge new com plaints 
against him for money they let go on 
false hopes im planted in their hreas's by 
the honeyed words of George Hazard.

A Case Brought Here From 
8an Francisch. 


POLICE 
ASSISTANCE 
ASKEIL 


Mrs. Baldwin Comes to Loa Angeles 
in Hearch of th e Missing1 
Child. 


A few days ago Chief of Police GIm * 
received a telegram from T. 8, Baldwin, 
of San Francisco, inquiring for a Mrs. 
Eva Cassidy, who was supposed to be 
living in this city. 
Upon investigation 
she was discovered to be residing on 
Booth Olive street, and a reply to th at 
effect waB dispatched to Mr. Baldwin, 
who thereupon informed that lady th a t 
her 13-year-old daughter Louise, who bad 
been adopted by him some years ago, 
had disappeared on Thursday last and 
had not since been heard from. 
On Fri­ 
day last Mrs. Cassidy replied that she 
would leave at once for San Francisco, 
but she failed to carry out her intention, 
and it is believed by Mr. Baldwin on that 
account that Mrs. Cassidy knows more 
about her child’s disappearance 
than 
she cares to acknowledge. This theory 
is supported by the fact th a t Mrs. 
Cassidy some 
tim e 
ago 
attem pted 
to get the child 
from her adopted 
parents 
in 
order 
In 
testify 
un her behalf in a divorce suit which the 
mother had instituted against her hus­ 
band and Louise’s father, and which is 
about to be entered into fo.- the third 
time in Ban Diego in a few days. The 
story of Louise's mysterious disappear­ 
ance as far as can be ascertained is as 
follows: On Thursday last the child 
attended school at the 8t. Vincent’s#con- 
vent on Mission street in San Francisco, 
which she has been attending for the 
past three months. 
Ab her adopted 
parents were on the eve of removing 
their residence, she took leave of the 
SiBters in the aftern ron 
and started 
towards her home. 
After leaving the 
convent she was seen on Third street, 
accompanied by a tall woman closely 
veiled, by a little schoolmate named 
Mamie Crow. The children spoke on 
passing each other, and from th at time 
on, no trace of the child Loiiise has been 
found. 
Her disappearance is the more 
rem arkable from the fact th at she is 
described as a 
singularly intelligent 
child, with a strong aversion to strangers. 
A H e r a l d reporter called upon Mrs. 
Cassidy at No. 255 South Olive street on 
Monday night last, and was accorded 
an interview with th at lady. 
She de­ 
nied all knowledge of Mr. Baldwin and 
the child Louise, and took particular 
pains to impress her visitor with the 
idea that she had only been to Ban Fran­ 
cisco but once in her life, and that was 
over two years ago. 
She adm itted that 
she was not living with her hubband at 
present, and that she had a child named 
“ Trixie,” aged 5 years, but affected the 
utm ost surprise at what she was pleased 
to term “ a strange coincidence” when 
informed that the mother of Louise was 
similarly situated.

the 
Cehnenge 
Townahip Producer»’ 
Union wee held at the Laurel school 
house M onday evening. 
The Comm ittee on Sugar Beets made 
a n encouraging report* in which it was 
suggested th at, as the conditions are ex­ 
trem ely favorable to the manufacture of 
beet-root sugar in this section, it would 
be b ut a short tim e before Mr. Spreckels 
or other n*mufacturera would take ad­ 
vantage of them . It was stated that in 
1880 700 acres of sugar beets were raised 
on the Hammel & Denker ranch, which 
a.e rig e d twentv-»ix tons per acre. The 
analysis gave from 14 to 18 per cent of 
sugar, and the average was 17 per cent. 
The Committee on Vegetables reported 
th a t a partial canvass of the foothill 
farm s showed about 300 acres already 
planted to early tomatoes, about 100 
acres to peas, about 80 acres to string 
beans and 20 acres to Chili peppers. 
The members present subscribed to 
th e constitution and by-laws. The fol­ 
lowing resolutions were then introduced 
and unanimously adopted: 
Resolved, That th e sudden and entire 
suspensión of service upon the Cahuenga 
Valley railroad works a great and wholly 
unjustifiable hardship upon the num er­ 
ous residents of Cahuenga valley, who 
■re in no wise responsible for the appar­ 
en t or real defects iu its charter, which 
constitute the alleged grounds of objec­ 
tion to the running of said road. 
Resolved, That, whereas, m any of the 
inhabitants of said valley have purchased 
and improved property, and at great ex­ 
pense established homes for themselves 
and families in eaid valley, depending 
on eaid railroad for communication with 
th e city of Los Angeles; they are in con­ 
sequence 
greatly 
damaged 
and in­ 
jured pecuniarily by its suspension; and 
W h e r e a s . Such suspension was pro­ 
cured at the instance of a lew speculat­ 
ing members of an organization in Loe 
Angeles calling itself the West End 
Board of Trade, whose ears and nostrils, 
it is claim ed, are disturbed by the incon­ 
siderable noise and smoke resulting from 
the operation of said road; now, there­ 
fore, 
Resolved, T hat the suspension of ser­ 
vice on said road is indefensible, inas­ 
m uch as it inflicts, without adequate 
cause, great and irreparable injury upon 
innocent parties. 
Resolved, That, though unlearned in 
th e law, we believe there is a wide dis­ 
tinction between restraining the con­ 
struction of a new road over a disputed 
line, and tue sudden and perpetual en­ 
joining of the operation of the Cahuenga 
Valley railroad,which had been for years 
in regular operation for the benefit of the 
public. 
Resolved, further, that we believe 
there is hardly a line of railroad leading 
into any city, however long in use, that 
m ight not be enjoined from operating on 
equally available grounds. 
Resolved, That, independent of any 
consideration for the owners of said 
railroad, 
and 
w ithout 
considering 
the 
large 
donations 
by 
individ­ 
uals in aid of its construction, the people 
of Cahuenga valley, who have come to 
depend upon it, have acquired an inter­ 
est in its operation which should not be 
lightly considered by either courts or 
City Council, and which cannot be dis­ 
regarded without inflicting a wrong upon 
the public and upon private individuals. 
Resolved, That the officers of 
the 
Cahuenga Valley 
Railroad 
Company 
and 
the 
proper 
law 
officers 
of

county 
of 
Los 
Angeles 
be, 
and 
they

hereby requested to 
take such steps as may be necessary 
and proper to bring the case involving 
the stoppage of said road before the Su­ 
prem e Court of the State at the earliest 
possible m om ent; and that Buch officers 
be furnished with copies of these resolu­ 
tions.

M r, John Farrell, the contractor for 
th e removal of dead anim als from the 
city, has decided to dem and an investi­ 
gation at the hands of the Council of the 
charges m ade against him at the last 
m eeting of the Police Commission. Mr. 
F arrell stales th a t while it is true there 
are hogs near w here he boils the dead 
Animals, he has nothing to do with them. 
H e says they belong to a man who has a 
cont ract for taking the swill away from 
the hotels and boarding-honses in the 
city, and th at they are not fed on the 
m eat from the dead anim als, which he 
says is converted into fertilizers. The 
cause he assigns for the death of the 
hogs is cholera, which he says is preval­ 
ent among hogs in the State at present. 
Following is a copy of the communication 
which he has addressed to the Mayor, 
Council and Police Commissioners: 
G e n t l e m e n — I beg to call your atten­ 
tion to the chaiges and insinuations that 
h a re been made against m e in connec­ 
tion with my handling the anim als that 
die in your city. 
I have given a heavy bond for the faith­ 
ful performance of my contract with the 
city, and for nearlv a year have been 
engaged in the work. During all that time 
I have faithfolly and honestly done my 
duty, and I challenge dispute of this 
assertion. I have never allowed a parti­ 
cle of such dead animals to be fed to 
hogs or to any other class of creatures 
used for hum an food. 
I request that a 
committee be appointed to investigate 
w hat my A npeedings have been in this 
co n n ectiu M raery respectfully, 
ff U?

THE POWER OF CONGRESS. 


T h t B o n e y t o r t h e S c h o o l B o n d » 
T u r n e d O v e r . 
This morning the com mittee on the 
valuation of the city property will meet 
for the purpose of giving to th e expert 
who lino uóóü employed by the Council 
to give the city officials the proper kind 
of book-keeping the entries for the differ­ 
ent accounts. This committee consists 
of President Pomeroy of the Board of 
Education, Messrs. VanDusen and Ham­ 
ilton of the Council, the City Engineer, 
and City Assessor. A list of the property 
owned by the city and its valuation has 
never been made before and it will be 
something of a task. 
It will include all 
the land standing in the nam e of the 
city, all of the school property, and all 
of the buildings and furniture. 
The paym ent of city taxes is now going 
ahead at a more rapid rate. U p to last 
evening the Tax Collector had given re­ 
ceipts for $120,228 out of the $460,000 
which he had to collect when he com­ 
menced. 
The paym ents 
will grow 
larger as the tim e of delinquency grows 
nearer, and it is expected that his clerks 
will have all they can do to wait on the 
people from now on. 
The money for the $100,000 school 
bonds, which were sold to the Southern 
California National Bank, was turned 
over to the City Treasurer yesterday, and 
he in return gave the bank the bonds, 
which had been signed by the Mayor 
and himself. 
One tw entieth part of 
these bonds m ature every year, and it 
was a m atter of considerable work 
to properly 
prepare the bonds for 
issuing. 
There is nothing 
in

way 
now 
of 
the 
erection 
of 
the new school houses. 
On Monday 
last the contracts for the purchase of 
four sites for new school houses were 
approved by the Council, and there is an 
advertisem ent in the H e r a ld now ask­ 
ing for bids for the erection of the build­ 
ings on these siteB. 
In addition to 
these, the advertisem ent calls for bids 
for the following additions to schools 
which were estimated to be required be 
fore the election for bonds was called: 
At the Breed-atreet schosl an addition 
oi four rooms. 
At the Amelia-street school an addi­ 
tion of four rooms. 
At the Garey-street school an addition 
of fonr rooms. 
At the Seventh-street school an addi­ 
tion of two rooms. 
At the Castelar-street school an addi­ 
tion of fonr rooms. 
At the Pearl-street school an addition 
of two room». 
At the Pine-street school an addition of 
fonr rooms. 
At the San Pedro-street school an ad­ 
dition of two rooms. 
At the Temple-street school an addi­ 
tion of fonr rooms. 
The bids for the erection of these build­ 
ings m nst be in the hands of, the City 
Clerk before 10 o’clock on nex't Monday 
morning, and it is expected th at there 
will be quite a number of bidders. Con­ 
tractors have been looking at the plans 
and specifications on file with the City 
Clerk for the past few days, and the 
prospects are that the bids will all come 
within the limit set in the estimate. The 
construction of all these buildings and 
additions will be under the supervision 
of the Building Superintendent.

In the Septem ber num ber of the North 
American Review appears an article,“ Tne 
Coming Congress,” w ritten by H enry 
Cabot Lodge. 
In advocating federal 
legislation to control elections in the 
South, he writes the following sentence: 
There is, of course, no doubt of the 
power of Congress to pass a federal elec­ 
tion law for the purpose of regulating 
the elections which decide the choice of 
electors and members of Congress.” 
In reading this extraordinary assertion 
of the powers of Congress, written by a 
Republican leader who will be called 
upan to vote upon the question, one may 
well ask: 
Is the Constitution of the 
United States still in exiet9nce? The 
alleged power of Congress to regulate 
the election of members of Congress and 
to supersede State laws touching this 
m atter is derived from section 4, article 
1, which provides that “ the times, places 
and m anner of holding elections for Sen­ 
ators and Representatives shall be pre­ 
scribed in each State by the Legislature 
thereof; but the Congress may at auy 
time, by law, make or alter such regula­ 
tions, except as to the place of choosing 
Senators.” 
This provision does not refer to Presi­ 
dential electors. 
Congress has no power 
whatever to regulate the manner of ap­ 
pointing electors. The power was re­ 
served to theg^egislature of each S*ate. 
Section 1, article 11, provides that “ each 
State shall appoint, in such m anner as 
the Legislature thereof may direct, a 
num ber of electors equal to the whole 
number of Senators and 
representa­ 
tives,” etc. Congress can only fix the 
time 
when 
the 
electors 
shall 
be 
appointed. 
Even the Republican Electoral Com­ 
mission recognized the absolute and ex­ 
clusive power of the State to regulate the 
choosing or appointm ent of electors. 
Is 
it proposed by such an unheard-of asser­ 
tion of Congressional power to secure Re­ 
publican electors in plain violation of 
the Constitution of the United States ?—

SEVENTH STR EE T. 


W h y t k e P r o p o s i t i o n t o U r s d e It 
F a l l » * . 
The grading of Seventh street in front 
of the West Lake Park came up in the 
Council on Monday, and the proposition 
to grade was voted down, one of the 
Councilmen giving notice of reconsider­ 
ation on Monday next, at which time the 
necessary ordinances will probahly be 
passed. 
It will be remembered that las' 
spring the Park Commissioners caused 
a bulkhead to be built where the lake 
backs up against Seventh street. This 
was done to prevent the water of the 
lake from breaking through and deluging 
the country to the south. This bulk­ 
head, it is stated, has never been filled at 
its back, the delay having been occasioned 
by the supposition that Seventh street 
would be graded and that the filling 
could be p at in them . The people own­ 
ing property on the soath side of Seventh 
street, opposite the park, desiring to 
make the road at that point as attractive 
as possible, decided to give twenty feet 
of their property for street purnosep, un­ 
derstanding that it was the intention of 
the city to grade the street. The deeds 
only recently passed to the city for this 
extra Btripof land on this understanding, 
and some of them Btate that they were 
surprised when the Council refused to 
pass the ordinance last Monday. 
It 
was stated in the Oonncil that the 
objection to the grading of the street 
was the fact that the city’s share of the 
expense would be about $2,000 and some 
of the Councilmen did not think it wonld 
be right at this time to expend the 
money. The City Engineer stated, how­ 
ever, that it would be absolutely neces­ 
sary. in order to prevent the lake from 
breaking through, to fill in behind the 
bulkhead, and that it would not involve 
much more expense to grade the street 
at the same time. The general opinion 
was yesterday th at the street will be or­ 
dered graded on next Monday.

Frightful Accident on an 
IncUned Road. 


HIKE PERSONS IN THE WRECK. 


Five of them Killed and 
Others 
Badly Injnred—An Engineer's 
Carelessness. 


Associated Press Dispatches to the H kbald.! 


C i n c i n n a t i , October 1 5 .—One of the 
moet appalling accidents ever known on 
the inclined plane railways of this city 
happened today between 12 and 1 o’clock 
on the M ount Auburn inclined plane. 
It lies at the head of Main street and 
reaches to a height of between 250 and 
300 feet in a distance of 2,000 feet. Two 
cars are em ployed, one on each track, 
draw n by two steel wire cables around 
an iron drum a t the top of the hill by an 
engine located there. 
Nine passengers had entered the car 
a t the foot of (he plane today, and a I 
num ber were in the other car at the 
top. 
The passAge of the ascending 
oar was all right until it reached 
the 
top, 
when, 
to 
his 
horror 
th e engineer fonnd that the machinery 
would not respond and he could not stop 
the engine. Only one result was possi­ 
ble. The car was arrested by the strong 
bumper which stops its progress, and as 
the engine continued with all its force 
expended on th e two cables they snapped 
like thread. 
THE FRIGHTFUL DESCENT. 
Then the car. with its nine inmates 
locked within, began the descent of th at 
frightful slope, striking below with an 
awful crash. A t the foot of the plane the 
iron gate that formed the lower end of the 
truck, on which the car wheels rested, 
was thrown sixty feet down the street. 
The top of the car was almost as far in 
the gutter as the truck iUmli, aiiu the 
floor and seats of the car formed a 
shapeless wreck, mingled 
with 
the 
bleeding and mangled bodies of the pas­ 
sengers. 
Two were taken out dead, a 
middle-aged lady, Mrs. Ives, and a young 
girl, Lillian 
ÜBkamp. 
Another, M. 
Kneies, a teacher, died soon afterwards. 
Five others were injured, perhaps fatally. 
One man escaped miraculously with but 
slight injury. 
A DISTINGUISHED VICTIM. 
Judge W illiam Diokaon, who was on 
the car, was too old to escape from such 
a terrible shock, and was one of the first 
of the wounded to die. 
H e is a well 
known attorney, retired for a num ber of 
yearB. 
He 
was 
a warm personal 
friend of President Lincoln. 
Judge 
Dickson is the first man who sug­ 
gested the nam e of Oeneral Rose- 
crane to President Lincoln for appoint­ 
m ent, and Rosecrans was made General 
as a resalt. 
H e was a life-long friend of 
Dickson. 
CAUBE OF THE ACCIDENT. 
Charles Goebel, the man in charge of 
the car, says he informed the engineer 
that the cut-off for stopping the car was 
not working pioperly. 
The engineer 
■aid he had fixed it, but it was evidently 
still out of order. 
Engineer Howard 
W arden could not be found after the 
accident. 
As soon as could be done the dead 
were taken to the morgue to await full 
identification. The wounded were car­ 
ried to the nearest places where an ex­ 
am ination could be made.

ATCDISON B E U K U A N I/A T IO N . 


L orcrn or A m es T hink* It la U n fair 
to llo a d b o ld era . 


B o s t o n , October 15.—Governor Oliver 
Ames was interviewed on tbe Atchison 
reorganization plan, and s a id : 
“ This is 
not fair to the bondholders. 
As long as 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé is 
good, it m ust pay its interest. The bond­ 
holders will not stand by and let them ­ 
selves be robbed. The plan might be a 
grand thins for the stockholders, but it 
would be at the expense of bondholders. 
W e bought tne bonds as a source of in­ 
come, trying to keep outside of specula­ 
tion, and we expect a fairer settlem ent 
than th at now proposed.” 
THE g o v e r n o r ’s FLAN. 
The Governor said the 5 per cent, 
bonds of the 
Chicago, Kansas 
and 
W estern were bought at par. Now the 
holders are offered 55 for them in 4 per 
cents. 
For Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe 
$1,000 6 per cent, bonds, the holders are 
offered $300 4 per cent. To this he 
thought tbe bondholders would not con­ 
sent. In place of these propositions he 
wonld suggest th e cutting off from each 
bond of five years coupons, giving in 
place of them coupons entitling each 
bondholder to 50 per cent, in cash and 
50 per cent, in interest bearing scrip. The 
Governor detailed the workings of this 
plan at length, and said by it every in­ 
terest wonld De protected. 
SATISFACTORY TO STOCKHOLDERS. 
Hon. George O. Shattuck thought the 
scheme would be satisfactory to tbe 
stockholders and would go through all 
right, as between the holders of m ort­ 
gages having a short tim e to run and the 
stockholders, th e scheme greatly favored 
the latter.

D o e s P r o h i b i t io n P r o h i b i t s 
W ith the single exception of one of 
th e Dakotaa, which has adopted prohibi­ 
tion as a feature of its first Constitution, 
the canse of teetotalism has made no pro­ 
gress in the U nited States in the past 
fonr or five years. 
In fact, all its pro­ 
gression has been of the crawfish order. 
W hat eccentric im pulse it was that has 
worked the Dakota m iracle it would 
perhaps be h ard to say. It is asserted 
th a t when whiskey gets oat in those re­ 
gions it proves to he fearfully and won­ 
derfully made, sulphuric acid, strychnine 
and niggerhead tobacco being its leading 
constituents, and it is only from the cir­ 
cumstance th a t their stomachs are cop­ 
per-plated and lim ebanked, th at a few 
Dakota pioneer) struggle on painfully 
beyond the fifties. 
These things explain 
an action which would bo inexplicable 
on any other ground. 
That prohibition has retrograded is 
undoubtedly due to a great extent to 
the discovery th at it does not prohibit. 
N otw ithstanding all Mr. Neal Dow’s ex­ 
cited declam ation, it don’t prohibit in 
M aine, where it originated. 
The New 
Y ork Sun, which periodically sends re­ 
porters to the Pine Tree State to investi­ 
gate the m atter, has proved this fact 
over and over again. 
There are in ratio 
m ore drunkenness and crim es chronicled 
now in th a t commonwealth than in the 
ante Neal Dow days. However honestly 
a man m ay be devoted to prohibition, he 
cannot possibly fail to note such signifi­ 
cant and salient facts, to reflect upon 
them and to be thereby influenced in hiB 
political action as a conscientious citizen. 
Ju st as prohibition has lost ground, high 
license has gained. 
It is precisely on 
this account that the fanatical prohibi­ 
tionists direct th eir 
onslaughts with 
special anim osity against high license 
They recognize the fact that in high 
license and local option they are th reat­ 
ened with the most seriou3 
danger. 
In fact, they are taken in flank by this 
element, as they can always rely upon 
the 
certainty 
that, 
outside 
of 
half a dozen States of th e American 
Union, more than half of the population 
are againnt their sum ptuary law theories 
on the ground of personal liberty alone. 
Recently Gov. Larrabee, of Iowa, has 
entered the lists as the champion of pro­ 
hibition. 
H e eays that the testimony of 
the Judges of Iowa shows that prohibi­ 
tion has reduced the percentage of crime 
in the H aw keye State from thirty to 
sixty per cent., according to locality, and 
probably according to the complaisance 
of these gentlem en. 
The experience of 
the Marshall Statesman, a journal pub­ 
lished in M arshalltown, Marshall county. 
Iowa, does not suetain the Governor. In 
its issue of the 4th inet. it eays: 
We are tem pted to use the “ deadly 
J 
rarallel” on the T.-R. In its Saturday’s 
«sue it gave editorial prominence to 
Governor Larrabee's letter to a commer­ 
cial mao, in which the beauties of pro­ 
hibition are given, and particular etress 
laid upon the statem ent that the testi­ 
mony of the Judges of this State is that 
crim inal bueineeH of their courts has 
been reduced duriag the last three years 
from 30 to 60 per cent. In the same issue 
in another column is given the local 
statem ent chat at the late ierm of coart 
in M arshalltown seven criminals were 
sentenced lo the penitentiary—four for 
robbery, two for burglary and one for 
forgery, and that four others were heav­ 
ily fined for liquor selling. In addition to 
this there are now in jail awaiting trial 
three persons charged with burglary and 
fonr accused of murder. This expose of 
the local workings of prohibition, in 
the sam e issue with the high-ialutin 
letter of Governor Larrabee, has provoked 
a broad stare of incredulity at the ex cu- 
tive statem ent. 
If other counties are in 
the sam e fix as Marshall in respect to 
the array of burglars, robbers, and mur­ 
derers, the State certainly does not rest 
in the roseate atoaosphere of prohibition 
parity bo touchingly described by the 
Governor. 
Most certainly this county 
has little to boast of as regards immunity 
from crime. T he T.-R. 
should 
put 
wider dates between 
the Governor’s 
letters and its own reports of criminal 
matters. 
For a single prohibition county, in 
State which, like Iowa, has no large 
cities, this is a pretty formidable roster 
of crime. It is calculated to clip the 
rhetorical wings of the Governor, and to 
throw great doubt on the value of bis 
statem ents. 
Fonr murderers, to eay 
nothing of the robbers and burglars, is 
a pretty good showing for a town which 
has no metropolitan pretentions. 
In the 
populous county of Los Angeles, which 
contains at least one hundred and fifty 
thousand 
people, 
which 
has 
not 
adopted prohibition, 
and 
in which 
the prohibition 
vote is very 
small, 
there are only seven persons held for 
m urder, and one of them is an insane 
Chinam an and another an Indian. 
To 
make this exhibit the more gratifying in 
onr favor, and as against the prohibition 
county, Los Angeles is the natural re­ 
ceptacle of many of the desperadoes of 
Nevada, U tah and Arizona. 
The 
same 
journal, 
the Marshall 
Statesman, 
gives 
an 
account 
of 
the 
practical 
workings 
of 
pro­ 
hibition in Iowa. 
We quote: 
The great balk of whiskey and beer 
sold hore is shipped to private families. 
There is scarcely a family in the county 
but receives from Rock Island, Chicago, 
St. Louis, and from other points out of 
th e State letters stating the price of 
liqnorr and soliciting patronage.
